TARIFF AT THESODTH 


An Interview on the Subject by 


Oov. MoKlnley. 


HEEDS OP THE OLD AHD JEW SOUTH, 


ANSTEAD'S. 


The Industrial Methods that Answero4 


Thirty Yean Ago Will Not Serve 


Now, and New Legislation 


Also is Needed. 


LOCMVU.LE, Ky.. Jan. 15.—The Louis- 


ville Commercial, the only protective 
paper in Kentucky, to-day publishes 
the following interview with Gov. Mc- 
Kinley, given a reporter who went to 
Columbus to ask the governors's views 
on the tariff question as affecting the 
south: 


"Gov. 
McKinley, will you tell me 


what the Wilson bill means to the 
south?" asked the Commercial's repre- 
sentative. 


"The Wilson bill,"said the governor, 


"is the assertion of the policy of the 
old south, and an utter disregard ol 
the policy of the new south, with it" 
new conditions. It is returning t( 
what Buchanan left us. I don't "be- 
lieve any southerner wants to po Yjach 
to that, do you? 


"The same industrial method's that 


answered thirty years ago will not 
serve now, and just BO the legislation 
of thirty years ajfo does not meet the 
requirements of the south of to-day. 
But," said the governor, with great 
earnestness, "this is not a sectional 
question. It is not a question of north 
and south; it is a question of patriot- 
ism, and a question of enlightened 
self-interest, of national and individual 
prosperity. The south needs protec- 
tion just as the north needs it, but it i« 
even more important to the south, just 
now, than to any other section, be- 
cause of the natural conditions existing 
there. Its natural resources are just 
beginning to be developed, and need 
the encouragement of the same pro- 
tective system that has stimulated the 
growth of our northern and eastern 
states. 


"The act of 1890 was just to the 


south. It was a recognition of the in 
dnstrial activity of the preceding tec 
years in the south, and the results in 
this section under the operation of the 
protective tariff of this act, have justi- 
fied the hopes of the framers of the 
bill. The southern states did not help 
to make the majority In congress tha* 
passed that bill, but the protective 
system is founded upon a national 
policy and the interests of the south 
were as carefully protected as those oi 
any northern republican state. 


"There were people who said: 'Let 


the Louisiana sugar industry go.' But 
we said: 'No; we will take off the 
duty, but we will pivc them a bounty 
that will be equivalent to the protec- 
tion of the duty.' We had to intro- 
duce, praetically, a new feature in our 
legislation, a bounty, and we did it for 
the protection of the sugar industry of 
Louisiana and other states." 


"Governor." the reporter said, "tell 


me why you took the tariff off sugar, 
and substituted the bounty?" 


"Because the sugar duty was a 


revenue duty," was the prompt re- 
sponse; "and in a revenue duty, the 
consumer pays the tax 
A small part 


of the sugar consumed in this country 
was produced here; we were paying, 
in the added cost of our sugar, $56,000,- 
000 a year that we did not need over 
revenues, and we thought it better te 
save this to the consumers, give the 
producer a bounty of nine, ten, eleven 
or twelve millions a year, and realize a 
net saving- of say, 334,000,000 to OUT 
people. 


"There are some points,' continued 


the governor, "that have been covered 
time and again, but which, cannot be 
kept too prominently before the peo- 
ple now, when they are all thinking 
with such terrible earnestness on this 
subject of the tariff. It Is claimed 
that the low tariff period of 1846 to 
1860, was one of prosperity. It is only 
necessary to keep the facts in mind. 
Show the artificial stimulus to values 
of war, famine abroad, and the dis- 
covery of gold, aud then look at the 
course of values when normal condi- 
tions were restored under this same 
law tairiiT. 


"This is no time for the discussion oi 


this question from a partisan stand- 
point. It is not a time for theories, 
but for work and wages. The people 
of this countiy are face to face with 
the problem of preserving their prop- 
erty, of bavins? work that will furnish 
them the means of support. 


"One phase of the question is that of 


the interests of American labor. 


"Are the laboring men of this coun- 


try too well paid? 


"I do not think that the condition of 


American labor is too high for the nat- 
ural conditions of this country. I 
know it is not. 


"The better paid the labor, the bet- 


ter our civilization^. The best Amer- 
ican citizen is the man who is getting 
a good day's wages for a good day's 
work; who has the comforts and re- 
finements of life. 1 do not believe 
that the best results are to be obtained 
from starving men. 


"I do not believe that the wages of 


American labor are too high, and I am 
against any policy which proposes to 
rednce them. There is nothing in the 
free-trade promise that the increased 
importation of foreign-made goods will 
increase the demand for American la- 
bor or give steadier employment to our 
people. Ton ean't buy abroad and still 
make the same articles in the same 
quantity *\,JtMp« .M«s.itJMi don't 


•'\Vhy don't you come south, and 


talk to the people?" askefl the re- 
porter. 


"That," said Gov. McKinley, "is a 


matter that I have had to consider. I 
recently received a very kind invita- 
tion from the citizens of Birmingham, 
of both parties, and another from the 
Commercial club of Nashville, 
and 


from other points, all of which I appre- 
ciates, ~bul 'for many reasons, I lilt 
constrained to decline, which I did ra> 
luctantly. 


"Speeches would seem to be unneosc 


eary now. The southern people have 
the facts before them and they are do- 
ing their own thinking and will reaeh 
their own conclusions. 
The personal 


pleasure of the visit, I thought it belt 
to postpone until later. For the pres- 
ent, I am intensely interested in the 
discussion of the question by these 
men of the New South among them* 
selves and for themselves. They have 
the power to stop this legislation, 
which is unfriendly to their section. 
I sincerely hope they will do it, for 
their own sake and that of the whole 
country.'' 


A DOLLAR BILL 


Proposed Additions to the Wil.cn Bill 
Considered in Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The majority 


members of the committee on ways 
and means, with the exceptian df Mr. 
Cockran, were in session several hours 
yesterday considering proposed addi- 
tions to the Wilson bill to be offered 
l>y the committee. A number of unim- 
portant changes were agreed upon, 
and two or three of relative impor- 
tance. Upon a large number of others 
the committee arrived at no conclusion. 


Among the changes agreed upon was 


one making two classes of cigarettes 
—tobacco and paper. The rate upon 
the former was fixed at seventy-five 
cents a thousand, while the rate upon 
paper cigarettes was left at tl. 50. The 
reason for this action, as explained by 
one of the members, was that the pa- 
per cigarettes are made by machinery, 
while tobacco cigarettes are produced 
largely if not entirely by hand. 


The restriction upon the free admis- 


sion of books, engravings, photographs, 
bound or unbound etchings, maps or 
charts that they shall not have been 
printed or bound within the twenty 
years next preceding the date of im- 
portation, was stricken out. It was 
also decided to admit hydrographies 
charts free of duty. The bill now pro- 
vides for their admission for use of the 
United States and the library of con- 
gress. 


A considerable time was devoted to 


a discussion as to the date of the tak- 
ing effect of the woolen schedule. 
It 


was conceded that additional time 
should he given to the manufacturers 
of woolen products to adjust them- 
selves to the condition of free wool. 
Various dates were proposed, the latest 
being January 1, 1895, but no agree- 
ment was reached upon this point, and 
the committee adjourned to meet this 
morning at 10 o'clock, at which time it 
is expected a decision will be reached. 


The Expenditures of the World's Fair 
Board of Control. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Comptroller 


Bowler of the treasury departmenl 
has rendered an opinion in which he 
holds that the secretary of the treas 
ury has final discretion over expendi 
tures- of the World's fair board of con 
trol. In effect this permits the ex 
penses of the commission which is to 
assemble in April next, to be met oul 
of the appropriation by congress. He 
also decides, where money has been 
wrongfully paid out of one appropria 
tion which is properly chargeable to 
another, it can now be transferred anc 
all matters righted.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The presi- 


dent &ent in the Hawaiian correspond* 
«nce to congress just as soon as the 
house met at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning. As tbe steamer Hariposa, 
conveying the latest telegraphic In- 
structions to Minister Willis, advising 
that he might now consider his "«pe- 
cial instructions fully complied with," 
And that further action muat be dic- 
tated by congress, sailed from San 
Francisco at 8 a. m. yesterday. There 
was no danger of those instructions 
•leaching Mr. Willis first through the 
newspapers,which is said to have been 
the chief motive for postponing the 
message until yesterday, notwlth- 
Standing that this postponement de- 
prived the senate, which adjourned 
Friday till Monday, of the opportunity 
of receiving-the message at the same 
time as the house. 


All department estimates 
of the 


length of the correspondence were far 
exceeded by the documents themselves. 
Ten or twelve thousand words was the 
estimated limit of their length, but 
the document, as laid before congress, 
Will probably make from 40,000 to 50,- 
tDO words, when printed in full. 


The most important features of the 


Correspondence was, of course, Mr. 
Willis1 strong dispatch No. 3, of No- 
vember Id, 189S, which the president 
3iad previously withheld from publica- 
tion. Next to that in interest was Mr. 
Dole's caustic reply to Mr. Willis' de- 
mand for surrender, which, however, 
had previously been anticipated to 
eome extent in United Press dipatches. 


Between these two terminal points 


Sn the correspondence, Mr. 
Willis' 


graphic history of current events, and 
Bis documents upon the character of 
the queen's advisers and the kind of 
government she desired to manitain, 
if re-established, form a running thread 
of absorbing interest It was promptly 
noticed that the alleged lengthy ci- 
pher dispatch which certain press 
dispatches asserted had been brought 
by the Cor win from Mr. Willis to Mr.

with us have ever shown full recognition of 
our independence as a sovereign power, with- 
out any tendency to take advantage of the dis- 
parity of strength between the two countries. 
If your contention that President Cleveland 
believes that this government and the ex 
queen have submitted their respective claims 
to the sovereignty of the country, to the 
adjudication of the United States IB cor- 
rect, then may I ask. when and where has 
the president held this court, of arbitration* 
This government has had no notice of the sit- 
ting of such a tribunal, and no opportunity of 
presenting evidence of its claims.

Blount'i Investigation Criticia-ad. 


Blount came here aa a stranger and at once 
entered on his duties. He devoted himself to 
the work of collecting information both by the 
examination of witnesses and the collection o 
statistics and other documentary matter with 
great energy and industry, giving up subatan 
lially his whole time to Its prosecution 
He was here but a few months, and during 
that time was so occupied with this work thai 
he bad little opportunity left for receiving 
those impreftsiona of the atata of affairs which 
could best have come to him Inoldentalls 
through a wide social intercourse with tbe 
people of the country and a personal aoQtiatnt- 
ancawtthtts various communities and indus- 
trial enterprises.

On the African shore near the gull 


of Aden, and connecting the lake of 
Assal with the main ocean, may be 
found one of the moat wonderful riv- 
ers in the world.

More Infamy. 


If eyery Democratic member of con- 


gress is not now, after the latest develop 
ments in the Hawaiian fiasco, thoroughly 
disgusted with the conduct of Orasham 
and Cleveland, then it may be put down 
that they will swallow and defend every- 
thing and anything that these men men 
may do, no matter how infamous it may 
be. 


Among tbe papers transmitted to con- 


gress Saturday relating to the matter ot 
the latest instruction to Minuter Willis 
by Graham. These instructions are 
dated Jan. 12, and had not yet left the 
country when they were transmitted to 
congress. These instructions are to the 
effect that the entire Hawaiian matter, 
having been left in tbe ha nds of congress, 
Minister Willis must consider all special 
instructions he has received as fully com- 
plied with. This is very remarkable and 
amounts to a confession that Mr.Qresham 
has not only treated congress with en 
preme contempt bnt has deceived it. It 
is very clear now that tbe administration 
was tricky in sending the messages sent 
by Oorwin Dec. 4, tbe very day that con' 
gress meet. The administration W6s evi- 
dently featf nl congress might take up the 
tbe matter and that Oorwin was sent ont 
at the time it was tor the purpose ot get- 
ting new instraations to Willie before 
congress could take action in the matter. 
Theoe instructions are to the effect that 
shonld tbe queen accept the oondition, 
and should the provisional government 
refuse, upon his demand, to surrender to 
her, Willis should be governed by his 
previous instructions. 


Cleveland and Oreaham hopsd by thin 


trick to restore the queen before any ac- 
ton congress might take could reach 
Hawaii, This was the lowest kind of 
trickery, the like of which has never be- 
fore disgraced our state department. 


December IS, when he hoped Willis 


had succeeded in restoring tbe qnesm 
the president submitted, in his special 
message, the whole matter to oongreu, 
and yet we find that on the day follow- 
ing, December 19, Willis was, on the in- 
struction eent him by Oreaham, demand- 
ing the surrender of the provisional gov- 
ernment. 


It the president and Grresham had any 


regard for congress and their own integ. 
rity, as Boon as the whole matter was re- 
ferred to congress, on December 18, it 
the submission to that body was made in 
good faith, Minuter WiiliB should have 
been apprised of that tact and instructed 
accordingly. But, instead of this, we 
find that such instructions were not 
issued until January 12, twenty-five days 
after the matter waa placed in the hands 
of congress, and such orders, it is very 
dear, would not have been issued yet, 
save tor the fact that these tricksters 
knew congress was about to discover 
their infamous duplicity and would 
want to know something about it 
It will be six or eight days before 
these instructions can possibly reach 
Minister Willis, if, indeed, it is intended 
bat they shall ever reach him, which, 
added to the 25 days that intervened 
between the time the matter waa referred 
to congress and the time tbe instructions 
were promulgated in Washington, makes 
33 days that Willis was left to act on tbe 
instructions he hi Id from Qreshs/n after 
the whole matter was referred to congress. 
Such contemptible usurpation was never 
before known, and if the Democrats in 
congress permit it to go nn relinked, then 
they bave no respect for their own dignity 
or are tbe whrniog slaves of a usurping 
end ignorant administration. Such con- 
duct on the part of tbe president and 
Grreeham is calculated to make the blood 
of every fair-minded American citizen 
boil. They ought to be condemned by 
every school boy in tbe land ae men in 


whoae hands the Mate affairs uf this 
government are in gnat danger. 


Judge Lona'a Pension. 


The Supreme court ot the District of 


Columbia has rendered its decision in 
the Judge Lcng pennon case, to tbe 
effect that the commissioner of pensions 
had no right to deprive him of bis pen- 
sion without a hearing. This decision is 
important, as it annihilates and declares 
illegal the policy adopted by tbe commis- 
sioner and approved by the president and 
secretary ot the interior, by which, under 
cover of a pretension to "make tbe pen- 
sion roll a roll ot honor," there waa a 
wholesale and indiscriminate suspension 
ot the pensions of over 12.000 pensioners 
without giving them a chance to be 
beard. Among those so suspended waa 
tbe pension ot Judge Long of Michigan. 
Being • judge of law and equity, Long 
applied to the Supreme court ot tbe Dis- 
trict ot Columbia, praying that tbe court 
would issue a mandamus compelling the 
commissioner of pensions to pay the 
pension according to the terms ot certifi- 
cate granted him by the pension office. 


The method adopted by the pension 


office of suspending pensions by tbe 
wholesale was soon discovered by the 
people of this country to be dishonest 
and unjust, and that the pretense on the 
part ot the pension office that it was 
done to purge the pension rolls of those 
not entitled to pensions was a mere 
•ham, and the universal condemnation ot 
the policy by honest people caused oon- 
iress at its flrst opportunity to pass a 
law declaring a pension a vested right 
which could not be token away, except 
upon a hearing when the pensioner 
oonld have an opportunity for defense. 


This put a atop to tbe brutal and nn- 


iuet business while the Long case was 
tending ih the district court, and in tbe 
lope ot doing away with tbe necessity ot 
reaching a decision in the case, which it 
was feared would be against tbe policy 
of suspensions practiced by the office, 
Commissioner Loohren forwarded Judge 
jongthe money doe him with ths excuse 
hat it was done in obedience to the sot 
by congress declaring a pension a vestsd 
right. But the court went on with the 


and rendered its opinion that the 


pension office had no legal right to sns- 
tend a pension without giving tbe pen- 
ioner a bearing. This decision applies 
as well to each of the 12,000 cases as it 
does to tbe cace of Jndge Long, and 
also shows the passage ot the act de- 
lanng a pension a vested right to have 
Men unnecessary. Thus ends another 


iaerable fiasco ot tbe present admin- 


istration, a scheme which shows its pre- 
ensions of friendship to tbe Union sol- 
ie» to be a sham.

He fell in a 
faint juet as be reached his door, and lay 
there crying with pain until his wife 
came ont and assisted him into the 
house. .Later he came np town to visit 
a doctor. He is not on dutv to-day, and 
is still suffering from the severe ehock.

L»et night Key. W. O. Miller, •»• the 


Oourregsiional obutoh talked on the sub- 
ject of "Young Hen and Old Devils," 
oonflning bis remarke to gambling. He 
said in part: "Milton's hero ie not yet 
dead; and it we are to judge from the 
activity of hie energies, the time for hie 
departure drawetb not near. Bolt np 
the map of nineteen centuries, and let us 
•tand for a moment t>j the eide of that 
event, which, pushing ite way through 
the current ot human history, gave 
victory to every thought of truth, to 
every action in righteousness, vrhete hon- 
esty overcomes dishonesty and where 
morality, radiant with tbe light of a new 
world, sings a new song for humanity in 
time and in eternity. Let ne stand for a 
moment by tbe side of the cross, with 
its form, so fulll ot divinity, lifted against 
the sky, upon which is a deified sacrifice. 
Strange it must ever seem to ns thst the 
priesthood enraged could have hurled 
their scornful words at Christ in bis 
dying agonies, and that the multitude 


ld have thrown at Jesus their craven- 


eet thoughts. 
But the indifferentism, 


the stoicism and tbe Fhariseeism were as 
nothing when oompi red to another ele- 
ment in character that was exercised in 
;Le dying honr of the Son ot God. It 
vonld seem at times as though perdition 
.brew np and out of ite smoking, smoth- 
ering, enlpbnrone depths characters thst 
give expression to its foulest thought. 
[t was left to the beings called gamblers 
to sit nnder the dying agonies of Qod'e 
Jon, and with his nndriid blood upon 
their hands throw >in • for bis garment. 
the descendants ot these men are living 
n onr midst. Hunger to them is as 
nothing. The death of wife or child by 
starvation, is readily exchanged for 
money by these leaders of the dens of 
vice. 


Mr. Miller then related tbe history ot 


a young man of his acquaintance, who 
left home for a city, was enticed into a 
gambling bell, where excited by wine be 
lost hie all, and later in a dispute, was 
stabbed to death in New York City. Ref- 
erences followed to the gambler in Chi- 
cago and New York. Excerpts were read 
showing that Dr. Parkbnrst in his work, 
recsived no assistance whatever from the 
police force: In fact that it threw {every 
barrier in his way. The speaker referred 
to an incident that occurred in Chicago 
last week: where KJV. Dr. GifTord, with a 
young man who had lost two thon and 
dollars in gambling, went to Mi.yor I." -p- 
kms and to his bneetion received this 
answer: "If tbe present police officials, 
do not enforce the law on gambling. I 
will get some one who will enforce it." 


Tbe effect of gambling npon character 


was then shown. Tbe gambling of our 
own city was discussed. The circuit 
court record shows many oases of persons 
pleading guilty to this crime. Tim would 
be impossible if gambling houses were 
not running. Many caem of gaming and 
keeping gaming houses have continued. 


There can be bnt one conclusion—That 


gambling has been carried on in onr city 
with a high hand. There has been bat 
little, if any effort to enforce tbe law.
